HELPS MATURE COTTON 


Hamlin roof tops were gleaming 
Saturday morning with the silver of 
frost as the temperature stood on 
the 32-degree mark. 
First frost of the fall, earlier than 
in recent years, did small damage 
because rainfall earlier last week 
left field and range land in a soggy 
condition. 
Farmers and wheat producers re­ 
port a better bottom season than 
this sector has seen in several years. 
Following rainfall of 2.36 inches 
received Iiast Tuesday spillways at 
all three Hamlin lakes were carry­ 
ing away excess water last Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
Water was going two feet over the 
spillway at Hamlin Lake six miles 
south of town last Wednesday after­ 
noon. 
Excess rain waters that went over 
the spillways of local lakes cleared 
the water of leaves, dead weeds and 
small driftwood. 
A number of people in the Hamlin 
area were bretaking wheat land this 
week to have clean seed-beds when 
they seed in grain for the 1946-47 
season. 
Sunshine that followed this week- 
caused cotton fields to dry out rapid­ 
ly. 
Cotton pickers were in the fields 
Tuesday and Wednesday, with only 
a few low spots in the fields too wet 
for hands to get across. 
Some combine maize is being har­ 
vested in this vicinity, yield reported­ 
ly being from $15 to $20 per acre.
